Lyle. Long then entered the tent and 
was shot by Mrs. Lyle, witnesses said'. 
Long grappled with Ratliff, wrested 
his gun from him and fired at Mrs.

Best Method To 


Grow Soy Beans 


No Special Tools Requir- 


ed, Says University 


Agronomist. 


In the growing of soybeann tl.era is 


little need for addilional outlay for 
special tools and equipment. The farm 
equipment used in the preparation of 
soil, planting and cultivation of other 
crops may be used for soybeans. In 
harvesting, the implements at hand 
may be used but in some localities 
special machinery has been devised 
and used. 


The soil usually flat broken and 


harrowed until a good seed bed is ob-

may be given according to the custom 
'with olher inler-tilled crops, conlin- 
uing until the beans attain some size 
and will shade the ground benealh Ihe 
plan Is. 


•Soybeans are well liked as a source 
"Hogging down" com and soybeans 
of pasture for hogs and young slock, 
(planted togeather or in seprale rows) 
is a common practice. Some, however 
plant in seprate fields and throw the 
corn to the hogs as they graze on the 
soybeans. 
in swath, windrow or haycock, or on 
a stack poles after Ihe manner oflen 


For use as hay, the crop is cut, cured 


used for cowpeas. Soybeans, however 
handle more easily and cure more 
and cured more rapidly than cow- 
peas. They are cut when pods are two- 
thirds filled and leaves turning yel- 
low. 


For seed, different methods of harv- 


esting are employed. The crop must be 
cut in early morning or on a damp 
cloudy days to reduce loss from shat- 
and curing, Ihen threshing in a grain 
tering. Culling with a mower, raking 
Wilh small areas, Iramping and flail- 
Ihresher is the method used by many.

than this is tho accurate informa- 
tion thus secured regarding his 
strain; ''ctailed production recor-ls 
ot each bird and their

ance as compared with that of 
layers of many breeds and strains 
entered by poultrymen from wide- 
ly-separated parts of yie country.
